SALVADOREAN KEFUGBES. 

Judge Morrow Expected to Give His Decis- 
ion To-Day Begardlng Their 
Extradition. 

Bait Fbanoiscx), Septi. 21.— -U. S. district 
Judge lULorrow is at work on an opinion in 
tlM Salvadorean refngee^caaea. He expects 
to deliver it at 11 o'oiook to-morrow morn- 
ing. An impression has somewhat gener- 
ally obtained that General Ei^ota and hia 
oompaniona have been on tfrial here ; but 
such ia not tho case within the legal moan- 
ing of the term trial. They were 
arrested and brought before Judge 
Morrow sitting as a committing magistrate, 
for him to determine whether or not in his 
judgment there ia a probttblo cause why 
they should ha extradited upon demand of 
tho San Salvador government. In order to 
dotermine if the ofTenaea charged were of a 
politic il churacter or came within our treoty 
atipulation with that government, it was 
necrssary that evidence ihould be pro- 
duced. Such evidence was taken pro and 
con, each side being represented by 
counsel as entitled by our practice 
such oases. If the jadge from 
the evidence decides that extradition papers 
ought not to issue the prisoners will bu dis- 
charged from custody, bat the rofugeea may 
be arrested again on a proc M ioaucd by an- 
' cr court ; but should be be of opinion 
that extradition papers ought to Issue under 
circumstances, his opinion will be forwarded 
to Washington, and if the authorities there 
concur in bia viewa, papers will be issued 
and Ezeta and his oompaniona be sent back 
to Salvador for trial on the charges made be- 
fore committiog magistrate here and upon 
which they are extradited. 

IN A NEW BOLE. 

'Old Hatch," the Chicago Speculator, Opens 
Out in the Clear BuiInesB. 

Chicago, Sept. 21. — B. P. Hutchineon 
has again made his appearance as an active 
faotor in the Chicago markets. Thia timo it 
ia the cigar market which the venerable 
speculator baa taoklcd, and hu ia apparently 
on the " bear aide " down in Pacific avenue, 
oppoaite tho Board of Trade, where once, at 
tho wave of his hand, tho grain prices of tho 
world danced up or down. Mr. Hutchinson 
has opened a olgar store. On tho windows 
appear tho legend, " Old Hutch'a Cigar 
Store ; good cigura 1 cent apiece ; better, - 
for .0 ; cigarettes, 1 cenia per package." 

Mr. Hutchinson refused to be interviewed, 
simply saying that ho was " soiling cigars, 
and that's all there ia to it." Whether ho 
intends to raid tho market aa a confirmed 
" boar," or is merely philanthropic in his 
niotivea, ia as yet undetermined. His cut 
pric-n, it ia thought, tend to coniitni tho 
"bear" theory, but the abf;oneo of any 
atipulation that the one c ut cigura ahull bo 
smoked outside the otoro aliowa aueh long- 
BufTaring, human kindutaa and forbearance 
that tho philaulhiopiBt idea hua gained 
many supportora among board of trade 
pooplo. Curiosity, if nothing else, has 
brought him many cuatomera.

,TKADE EEYIEWED. 



BradBtreet's anil Dnu's Beiiorts for 
the Week— A CTtnieral Im- 
provement Hoted- 



Business Failures and Liabilltiea- 
Decreaae iu Their Number 
aud Amount. 



New Vork, Sept. 21, — According to 
Bradatreeb's the oondltlon of general trade 
this' week is an improvement over thab of a 
week ago, in that tbe favorable features re- 
ported then have been maintained, Tho 
greatest activity, however, ia in dry goods, 
clothing, milinery and shoes. Wool, too, ia 
active, one lot of 700,000 pounds having 
beiaii aold to. a Bhode laland^ mannfactiurer. 
General trade at the larger cities on tbe 
Pacific coast haa Improved in the leading 
lines. The receipts of Alaska salmon have 
been heavy. Tbe bsnk clearings for tho 
week were §900,000,000, or 5.4 per 
cent, more than last week, but 2-1 percent, 
smaller than in the same week of 1892, The 
exportaof wheat from the coasts of the Uni- 
ted States and Canada within the aix days 
are 3,673,0<X) bushele. Qeneral trade ia lass 
active at Toronto than laab week, the de- 
mands for fall Btooke having been aatiafied, 
General trade at Montreal ia fairly ateady, 
and the prices of most ataplea are atronger. 
At Quebec the shoe faotories have been run- 
ning on reduced time. Trade ia unchanged 
ot Halifax, but throughout Nova Scotia the 
crop ia aatiafactory and the hay crop excep- 
tionally good. 

R. (;. Dun's weekly review says that 
there ia plenty of material for encourage- 
ment; alao for discouragement ; busineaa men 
tind tho accounts so far conflioting that it ia 
dlllicult to strike a balance- In those de- 
partments in which tho deferred business 
and the demand for tho replenishment of 
stock have not been exhausted, tboru ia 
obvioua improvement. In Borno the huai- 
neaa ia not only ii-rger than laac 
year, but larger than two yeirs 
ago. In others tho exhaustion of the 
mporary demand haa brought diaappoint- 
ment because it was smaller tlir.n expected, 
and bocauBO the remaining demand appears 
uncomfortably light. In tho aggregate, busi- 
noes is about a tenth larger than the eamo 
time last year but it still falls about 25 per 
cent, below a full volume for the season. 
Tho iron business shows a disappointing 
weakness at all tho Kistern inurUota. In 
boots and shoes the demand coiitinuea large, 
with indications that tho replenishment of 
stocks is not yet comi)leto. In textile fabrics 
there has been u distinct decrease 
in trade. The demand for woollen 
dress goods is bettor, and will occupy some 
mills until December, but in moat linos tha 
woollen baainess is reatrioted, the tariff be- 
ing disappointing,- Breadatoff* are weaker. 
Railroad earainga for the firab week in Sop 
t ember were 6 4 per cent, amaller than laat 
year, and for the month, aa far as reported, 
t.O per cent, leas than in 1893.

THE OKANASAN CODNTKY. 

Excellent Farmlns: Rna Tinihor Limits— Hid- 
den Treasure BroucUt to liljiht— Good 
Prospects Generally. 

(From tho Vernon News.) 

Moat of tho farmers are enguged in fall 
ploughing, the i-ooent rains hnving put tho 
ground in excellent condition. 

A puma was soon last week near the 
upper end of Long lake. These animals are 
reported to be unusually plentiful in the 
Nicola valley. 

A carload of mill machinery for Ellis & 
Co. arrived on Monday, and two other cars 
are on the way. Mr. Ellis fully expects to 
have tho mill running before the contract 
time, October 15. 

S. C. Smith and Jas. Christio returned on 
Friday from up the Spallumoheen river and 
Mabol lake, after timber limita. They are 
well aatiafied with the result of their tour 
of about a fortnight, during which they 
thoroughly examined the river and ciroum 
n ivigatod the lake. Mr. Smith speaks very 
highly of the timber in this seotfon ; oedar 
ranging from eighteen inohes to six feet in 
diameter is found in abundancSi and a con 
sidorable quantity of white pine of an ex 
cellent quality may also bo obtained. On 
one cedar limit which he staked off he es 
timates the quantity of timber to amount to 
about 7,000,000 feet on about 500 acres 
During their trip the explorers saw much 
country suitable for cultivation, including 
the Trinity valley section which has lately 
attracted a number of settlers, and as soon 
as a <road is made into this distriot it will 
rapidly fill up with home seekers. The land 
is of cs.iollent quality, and in many places, 
where fires have run over, it con bo cleared 
with very little trouble or expense. 

Leonard Norris came back on Tuesday 
from a trip to Midway, during which he 
made arrangements for the completion of 
the Boundary creek road. Tho work will 
be pushed ahead with all possible expedi 
tion so as to ensure tho completion of the 
road before frost sets in. About Ave weeks 
will see the road completed and Pcntioton 
connected with Kettle river. Mr, Norris 
was much impressed with the richness of 
the mines in tho Boundary mountain dis 
trict, and fools certain that a great future is 
ahead of this camp as woU as Camp Mo 
Kinney. 

Each week bringa to light some hitherto 
hidden treasure. Tho moat recent find was 
made by Mr. John Meyer on Saturdiy last 
between the Wellington and Skylark camps. 
The first float found was right on a trail 
that had been travelled by a grcot number 
of men. Mr. Meyer'a exertions discovered 
u ledge of good galena ore, which should be 
rich ia silver, with the possibility that it 
cskrriea gold as well, Tlie lodge is about 
two feet wide, and beinK in the neighbor- 
hood in which high grade ore exists on 
other claims, on development may prove a 
valuable~Bnd to the discoverer.

Sak rRANCisco, Sept. 21.— Offiolal In- 
formation hM been reoeived nti the Jspan- 
e«e oonsuUte in this oity oonfirmlDg the re- 
ports ol the recent eognfjemeat between the 
fleets of China and Japan off the mcurh of 
the Yalu river. The facts were first sent by 
the Japaneao miniater in Korea to the 
Japanese governmeot, and the government 
gent them to the ooDsnlate here for the in- 
formation of Japanese subjects. They are 
substantially confirmatory of the news 
already sent in the United Presa diapatohea. 
The oonaul in connection with the poaai- 
bility of warlike n.ovemen'B on land in the 
next few months, corrects some arrora which 
have appeared in the cablegrams and 
foreign aorrespondenoe. Consul Odaf^iri baa 
the advantage of a loog residence in Korea 
and his intimate knowledge of the country 
nbtoh enables him to speak with authority, 
The dry teaaon, Mr. Odaftiri says, is jaat 
oorameDoIng in Korea. There will not be 
much rain later than September. A flood, 
whloh has been referred to in cablegrams, 
took pUoe in August. 'After Koverober the 
weather in Korea and China will be very 
cold, but there will bo little snow. In 
Manchuria and Northern Ivorea November, 
Dacenibor and January will bo dry, with few 
anowatorma. 

Wasiiinctos', D.C., Sept. 21.— Tho now 
Japanese miniator, Mr. Kurino, had a con- 
feren,-:e with Greaham to-day, dlBOuaaing tho 
ternna of a convention to aupersedo the 
extra territorial jurisdiction now cxoroiaed 
by thfl United States in Japan. It ia undor- 
Btood that the iuatrumont under diacuBaion, 
in its general ohuraotcr, dill'era only alightly 
from tho treaty recently negotiated bocwoen 
Great Utitain liud Japan 

A diapatch reoeived by the .Tapanoso lega- 
tion Baya tho Chinese loea in the f^reut naval 
enKBgemcnt ia detinitoly plaoad at four vua- 
aola punk and one burned. Tho Jupuncao 
fleet, it is oflioially stated, was conipuru- 
tively uninjured. It ia reported further in 
diepitcheB reoeived by Miniater Kurino that 
enthuaiaam amont; all olasaea in Jiwpau is 
great. The KmpreHB ia ohinf patronuaa of 
the Red Crofs Society in Japan, and \9ith 
her court ladies oocupiea heraelf daily in 
prepnring bandages and other articleu for 
the Japaneao and Chineao wounded. 

YoiCoH.^MA, Sept. 21. — The lateat atate- 
ment re^farding the losses of the JapanH»e in 
the recent battle at Ping Yang ia 11 cflioora 
and 15i privates killed, and 30 otHcsrs and 
500 privatca wounded. 

London, Sept. 21. — A Shanghai diaputch 
dated 6 pm. to-day, says that the command- 
ing officers of four of the Chineae warships 
were killed in the engagement oil the mouih 
of the Yalu river. Admiral Ting waa 
wonnded in the oheok and leg, neither 
wonnd being serious. Five of the Chinese 
traneporta are misaing. Three Chineee 
tranaporta are reported .captured. All tbe 
Chineae ablpa that n ere notannk were badly 
damaged. The Japaneae ahipa are prepar- 
ing for another attack. 

The Westminater Gazette aaiya a diapatch 
from Shanghai oontaina information from 
Kobe coniirmatory of the Chineae veraion of 
the Yaln river naval battle, asserting that 
three Japaneae veaaela were loat. 

The Times' Shanghai correspondent tele- 
graphs that a special cable dispatch from 
Japan states that three Japanese warahlpa 
warships were deatroyed and the Japanese 
warships Bi Yiei Kan, Matauaima and 
Letikio were injured during the recent naval 
battlo with the Chineae. 

Lieut. Miyoaka, the naval attache of tbe 
Japaneae legation, ia well acquainted with 
the eceno of the recent naval battle, and 
says that it ia no far removed from Japanese 
telegraph stations that word would first 
have to be carried by diapatch boats to 
Tuahima or Nagaaaki before tho Tokio 
authoritiea could be informed of tho battle. 
Aa the fight occurred laat Saturday, it isox- 
ppctod that diapatch boata will havo the 
(llbial veraion transmitted very aeon. 
Tokio is but r).")0 milea from Hiroaahima, 
whero the Emperor and the headquarters of 
ths army and navy are located, and there is 
tulpgraphic conneotioo, so that Tokio would 
bavu tho first information from Japanese 
snurcca from the Imperial headquarters at 
Hiroachima. 

Lieut. Miyoaka sayathere ianosuch ehip in 
tho Japanesenavy as the Abushima, w hich the 
Shanghai correspondeut aaya waa aunk. 
There aro many ships with tho aufiix 
"ahima," meaning island, but none havo the 
prefix " abu," or anything like ii. It ia 
thought, however, that tho cruiser Suliio, 
claimed to hava been aunk, ia tho Sikyo. 
The latter was formo^'ly a f »st merchant- 
man between Shanghai and Vnkohnma, and 
was recently tranferrod into a fiiet cruiser. 
Lieat, Miyoaka says the Vossllu, stated in 
tbe Shanghai report to have bnen sunk, ia 
undoubtedly meant for the Yoshin, the 
pride of the Japaneae navy. It would be 
Btartling newa Indeed, he aaya, if thia ablp 
had gone down, but he aoouta the idea. She 
ia one of tho faateet veasela in the Japaneaa 
navy, with the remarkable speed of 23 knots 
per hour. 

The Chinese minister deollnea to ditcusa 
the recent buttles or any phase of tbe war. 
In response to an inquiry ho sent word that 
no advicea had been inueivpd, and that he 
waa very buHy. Hu is l)uiliiing a latge ball- 
room in tli'i rear of tlio k'giition, with tho 
proepccl of c xtiMiaivo tocinl fcstivltiea in tho 
near fuMiio. U'licro in upparently no difpo- 
aitiou to bhiiro in tho panic at Pekin over 
tho Chineso rovnrBcu on land and ecu. 

Vancouvkh, -Sepc. 'Jl — (.Special) — Japan- 
OBO Consul Shimi zu at tbia port rccuivod a 
long cable from tho war department, Japan, 
to-day. In an interview with tho Coi.o.nist 
roproaentativo, Mr. Shimczu aaid : " In 
reading over the cable very caroluUy I find 
that nearly all tbe Hritiah Columbia news- 
paper reports of war movomonta and cngoge- 
monta botwoon China and Japan aro con- 
firmed in my oablo ; but there is one im- 
portant error. Japan obtained a great and 
aignal victory in tho very oxtenaivo naval 
engagement of tho IGth inatant, four 
Chineao veasela being sunk and ono burned 
there not being any mishap of importance t( 
tho Japanese fleet. Tlie Japaneao ao far 
have far tbe boat of the war. 1 take this 
from official reports, which are trnalworthy.'

"PROCESSION OP DEATH." 

How Far-bearing Antuinis and Salmon Are 
Being Exterminated In Alaska. 

Dbntxk, Sept. 21.— Joseph Murray, fish 
commissioner for Alaska, who haa juat re- 
turned from a trip to that country in com- 
pany with Assistant Secretary Hamlin, of 
tho treasury department, said in an inter- 
view yeaterday : 

" Uuleaa acme ateps are taken, there will 
shortly be no fuc-boaring animals in Alaska. 
The advonturora who flock in there aro rap- 
idly exterminating the animals, and the 
companiea who aro canning salmon are no 
better. The laws need enforcement, and the 
government should have plenlly of agents 
there to aae that they are enforced. Pox skins 
range in value from $10 to §200 A party goes 
on un island with a supply of strychnine. 
Bait is poisoned, and tbe foxea eat it. They 
aro then skinned, and a stake ia made. The 
caroaaaes are eaten by crows, and the birds 
die. Fozea that missed the poisoned bait 
oat the poleoned birds, and in a short time 
there la not a fox on the island. The aeal 
fiaheriea are fast playing out. Five yeara 
ago there waa no trouble in getting 100,000 
skins This year, though allowed to take 
20,000 skins, the oompany aueoeeded In 
getting about 16,000. The aalmon fiahera 
spread their nets at the motttba of the rivers 
up which the fish endeavor to go in order to 
spiiwn. Every ono ia taken, and aa a result 
ticre arc no young fish. Unless something 
ia done soon Alaska, instoad of being a 
Bourco of revenue to the government, will 
be unable to support even ita native popu- 
lation."

ABOUT DEFIOITS. 

The Time!>, in what it considers a sly way, 
tries to maka this year's deficit appesir as 
damaging to the Government as possible. 
There is very littlo point in its remarks. It 
ipo&ks of the UQtimeliness of tho deficit, as 
if u deficit were not always untimely, but it 
does not attempt to sliow that last year's 
one is duo to any niismanagement or any 
sztraTajjaDOe on the part of the Government. 

Our contemporary, unfortunately for 
itself, speaks of the series of clEficits that 
the Liberalj would inaugurate, " if they un- 
dertook to inaugurate their polioy." When 
thu Liberula ivcro iu power for five years 
they had a tariff for revenue such m Mr, 
lAorier now adyocates. What was the re- 
tnltt Here it is. One year there was a 
larplns, and in the five years snooeediDg 
there was " a series of defioita."

For tho first; year's deficit tho Liberals 
woro rcBponBiljIf, and tho war iu tho North- 
west was tho cauao of the defioita of 1884 
Mid 1885. From that time until the last 
year there was no deficit worth mentioning. 
The Times is right : if the Liberals are 
allowed to tinker at the tariff there will no 
donbt he another seriea of defiaits. 



FRWB LUMBER. 



It was expeotod that when the American 
tariii became law, with lumber on the free 
Hat, sr. impetus vould be given to tho lum- 
Ivtr trade of tho Dominion. Thia does not 
appear as yet to have been the oate. It was 
•aid at first that the tarifT did not apply tn 
Canadiuii lumber, but Mr. Secretary Oarlisle 
decided that it did apply, and that no duly 
could bt oliarKod on lumber imported into 
tiie Uuitod Statis from Cun^du. No ono ns 
yet seems to have any idea aa to what the 
ooniequenoes of the change will be as far as 
thia country Is oonoorned. Thia is what tho 
Toronto Monetary Times says upon tho «ub- 
ject : 

What t fleet the rosoinding of the tarifT 
dntits will have upon the Guuadian lumber 
trade romaina to be seen. Ultimately it 
BDuit prove of advantage, but as yet no 



material improvement has taken place. In- 
quiries are being received from the Eastern 
States regarding the atooka held here, but 
American buyers show little or no in- 
clination to pnrohase stock, and are making 
attempts '.'to /break oar market quotations. 
The transacUons miide are npon a basis of 
values slightly lower than the sales at the 
close of last year. The better grades of 
lumber, however, are weak stook at the 
moment, and skles oan only . be eCFected by a 
oonatderable shading in prices. The opera- 
tions of Amerioao buyera'have so long been 
nf a hand-to mouth charaote'r, that the lum- 
ber yards in the Eistern^ States must con- 
tain light stooKR, and it is but rcasonablo to 
expi'ot a good trade next spring or later in 
tho fall. 

If prices were low ond tho trade dull when 
the Americans had nothing but their own 
protected supply to depend upon, we cannot 
see how better prices o\n he expected when 
the sources of supply are greatly extended. 
It may be that protection enabled tho Ameri- 
cau lumber merohuats to got too high a price 
for their lumber and that it will pay Cana- 
dians to sell at considerably lower prices. 
But we do not hear that this is the case. 
We cannot see how prices that the Michigan 
and Washington state lumbermen considered 
too low cin be regarded as remunerative by 
tho lumber dealers of Ontario and British 
Columbia. 



AN BASTBRN PHILOSOPHER. 

Elward Kvorott llalo, a Massachusetts 
philosopher, is not much concerned about 
" the unemployed." H^ believes that a 
groat deal of nonsense hna been talked on 
the aubjoob and that, too many people are 
troubled about it. Ho looka back to tho 
time when there ware but few destitute uu 
employed In his country. In thoae days, 
when work waa alack, men apent their timo 
in improving their minds or in amuaing 
themselves. Be evidently believes that 
those pleasant times must come again before 
men can live contentedly and freo from 
want. We got an inkling of what ho ma 
from the following illustration : 

" When John found that the locomotive 
works were shut down he said to Jane : 
' My dear, I think we will go back 
to the old farm. There is plenty of 
pork there ; there are potatoes enough 
for all ; there is room enough ; and my 
mother will only be too glad to see the 
babies.' They went back, and John bored 
auger holes in the fence posts and made 
himself generally useful. His name never 
appeared on any list of the nnemployed ; he 
never needed any rugs to weave or any cel- 
lars to whitewash." 

Mr. Hale believes that iu time the prob- 
lem will solve itself ; that when men find it 
necessary to gfl bauk to the land they will go 
back. Ho makes a distinction, which aeoma 
almoat altogether loat sight of in these days 
of grabbing and huatling, between making 
money and earning a living. He says : 

And the moral of all thia ia here : While 
tho earning of money wages depends on 
Mr. Cleveland, Mr. Wilson, Tom Reed and 
the other people who make tariffs, to a 
greater or less extent, every able-bodied 
man in America Who haa a year to give to 
the busineaa can earn hia living. It is one 
thing to earn money ; it ia another thing to 
earn a living. Let ua remember that tho 
United Stated of America haa four miiliona 
of cquare miles, more or less, of territory, 
and that in eaoh of these equaro miles there 
are 640 acres. Now, as all told we are 
about JO,0OO,O0O families, it ia a satisfaction 
to know that if by any throw of the dioe we 
should dividn evenly all round, eaoh of us 
would have 265 acres. Really, that is more 
than I can uao to advantage ; I will be satis- 
fied with the eighteen acres I should have in 
Masaaohusetta if by some throw of tho dice 
bos that should fall to me. When we re- 
member this, we may assure ourselves th<kt 
"tho problem of the unemployed " will he 
able to take care of itaelf as it haa done be 
fore. 



THE AMBRIOAN SITUATION. 

The situation In the United Statea must 
be interesting to the free traders and advo 

oatea of a tarifT for revenue only in Canada 
— that ia if they are sincere in the pro- 
feeaiony they are making. Tho Uomocrats 
were voted into power two years af^o on tlio 
free trade issue. "A tariff for revenue 
only" waa their cry. When they had a 
majority in both branches of the Legialature 
with a President prepared to sanction all 
they did to carry out their policy, the 
Domf urats attempted to make good their 
pledges. Tho House of Representatives 
passed a tariff bill which was not a freo 
trade tariiT by any means, nor was it a 
tarifT for revenue only, but it waa a step in 
the direction of such a tariff, though 
not a very long one. We all know 
the history of that tariff. It was cub 
and carved and changed in tho Senate, not by 
the opponents of the party in power, but by 
men who had been placed In the Seuato bo- 
oauae they were members of that party 
Senators who were Dumocrnts would nob 
vote for the House tariff hill. It was too 
much a free trade bill and a tarifT for 
revenue bill to suit thoni and tlicir frionda 
outside Congress, who wore also Democrats 
— men who worked bard and apent money 
to got the Dcmoorata into power. The 
Senate, by inserting over aix hundred 
amondmenls, made patchwork of tho Demo 
cratic House's tarifT bill. When it waa sent 
back to thot House its mei-nbora wore soon 
given to understand that they must take the 
Senate's bill or get aothiog. Gorman and 
his fellow Demoorata in the Senate were 
resolute. They were masters of the situ- 
ation, and they know it well. After 
fiomo little hesitation tho Uouao of Ropro- 
Bcntativoa and the Free Trade I'reaidcnt 
were compelled to eat the dish of crow 
which the Senate bad cooked for them. So 
tho Senate bill became law. 

Now it ia tho people's turn to pronounce 
upon tho trade legislation of the Democratic 
Congress. Tho politijians are busy in every 
state. Tho protootioniata aro in high feath- 
er. Thoy are uaing all their iofluenoo to get 
a Congress opposed to tha Demooratlo polioy 
returned. It is not the Eepublicaga alone 
who are working to produce this, result. 
They are assisted by tbcusands of disgrun- 
tled Democrats who believe that they | 



have been iojured by the changes that have 
been made in the tariff. One whole atato, 
and that a Democratic ono (Louisiana), baa 
turned againab tho Government because it 
has taken from the sugar plantera the bounty 
they enjoyed under Republlcaurule. Tfaefreo 
trade Democrats who are honest are finding 
the road of tarilF reform an (xo^edlhgly 
h'^rd ono to travel on. They aro beginning 
to fluo that the AnujriciinH ua a puopU: iro not 
in love with free trucio, or auythiog up- 
proacbiDg free trade. The taste they have 
had of tariff reform is too mush for them. 
There are iodic ttions that am hardly be 
mistaken that they want protection, and 
protection, too, of the McKinley B'.amp, 
back iig lin, Tho i)rotcotioiiiata aro con- 
fident that thoy will be able soon to undo 
the little that the Democrats have been able 
to do towards initiating a policy of tariff re- 
form. 

Mr. Liurier and his friends may loam 
from whut is going on in tho States v/hui ia 
in store for them if thoy over gob bo far us 
to be able to make a movo in tho direction 
of free trade, Like the Demoorata they 
will find that they have leaa to fear from 
their opponents than from their apparent 
friends. 



A DESERVED DEFEAT. 

The failure of Colonel Breokenridgo to get 
nominatod for Congrcea may bo conaiderud 
" a victory for morality," but tho majority 
was altogothor too narrow to permit of its 
boinc regarded as a signal victory, There 
were three candidatesfor the nomination and 
some 19,000 votes oust. The suooeasful oon- 
didato boat Col. Brockeuriilfu by only 115 
voles. Coufidoring that Col. Breokenridgo 
hid been convicted of tho grosaeat immor- 
ality, and considering that while be was 
living a double life he was not only a mem- 
bor of a Christian church but also a 
loader in religious movements und an 
exhorter at religious meetings, tho 
fact that ho had tho remotest chance 
of getting the Demooratio nomination in a 
Kentucky district does not say very much 
for the moral tone of that part of tho State. 
Ia Cinuda, we venture to say, a member of 
Parliament who had been convicted in a 
court of law of a grave offence against good 
morals and about whom tho moat damaging 
revelations had been made and admitted to 
be true, would have Iwen compelled by force 
of public opinion to retire from public life. 
We do cot know of a constituency in the 
whole Dominion that would not have hoot- 
ed such an cfTonder off tho platform, if he 
should have the effrontery to appear upon 
one, which ia highly improbable. This man 
did not wait until the matter for which he 
waa condemned and for which. Indeed, 
he condemned himself, should blow over, but 
presented himself for re election while the 
revelations were frcah in everyone's mem- 
ory. It even then required a moat ener- 
getic canvass in which Col. Brookenridge'a 
own sister-in-law found it necessary to take 
a part to procure his rejection by a small ma- 
jority. It appeara now that if unusual 
means had not been taken to bring about his 
defeat, he would havewon thenomination. It 
is to bo hoped if ho had olr.aincd the sanc- 
tion of tho Democratic party that there are 
independent voters enough in the district to 
have secured bis defeat. 



A FLY in a MAOniNE. 

Moat people have heard of Mr. Maxim 
and hia flying machine, but very few know 

who he is or what hia machine ia like, Mr. 
Maxim is an Englishman living near Bexly 
in tho county of Kent, and ho spends much 
of his timo in perfecting a flying machine 
which he haa invented, At preaenb the 
machine is not intended to fly. It runs on 
a railroad, which has two sets of rails, one 
above the other. The road is oonstruotBd 
for experimental purposes, and is 1,600 feet 
long. The machine, propelled by the wind, 
mna along tho track. The second set of 
rails are upside down, and are to prevent it 
flying off the track. There are arms at- 
tached to eaoh side of the machine, whiob, 
when the vessel rises, catch in the 
upper rail, nud run along it as on 
the lower track. Some time ago the arms 
gave way and tho vessel having nothing to 
impede its flight soared away and alighted 
on the turf without hurting anyone. The 
vetsel ia constructed ao aa to carry 10,000 
pour.da. It and its equipment weigh S.OOO 
pounds, 'bo ita onrryinj,' capiicity is nearly 
2,()(l() poiinda. It ia driven by two minia- 
ture compouud onginea whicli aro heated by 
gasoline. It has four big side saila and is 
propelled by two large two-bladed screws, 
which are turned by means of the two com- 
pound engines aforesaid. Whether thia 
vespcl will be able to go all alone in any 
direction which its erginoor may steer it ia 
a problem thai is yot to bo Bolvid. It 
travelled ou tho road until it broke r.way at 
tho rate of forty-five milea an hour, and that 
it is powerful the faot of ita breaking the 
strong metal arms that attached it to the 
check rail is ovidenco.

She reports the sealers Mermaid with 1,950 
skins ; Pioneer with 1,3G0 ; Mattie S Turn- 
er with 1.100, and Sadie Turpel with 2,100 
skins. During her crnise one of her boat's 
crew had a narrow escape from drowning.

EXPERIMENTAL FAJRMS. 



Prof. Sauuders, Chief Director, Mak- 
iug: His Auuual Visit of ~ 
luspectiou. 

Plautiue: B'ruit Treen ou tho Bencli 
Lauils Provlufi: a ijuccess 
at Agassiz. 

Professor Saunders, director ot the Dj- 
miuioo experimental farms, who has been 
making hia annual trip of Inspection of tho 

various experimental stations under hia 
charge, returned to the Mainlond thia morn- 
ing, after a stay of a diy in Victoria. Ho ia 
aco Hppauied in hia visit to tho Coast by Mr. 
Angus MuKay, superintondeut of the Indian 
Head i xperimen tal farm. After - an inspec* 
tion of the Agasslz farm, a two days' visit 
was made to the country bstween Chilliwaok 
aud Sumaa and other places, one of Prof. 
Saunders' objects being to find out what 
damage had resulted to f^irmers through the 
Qaods of last spring. He was much scruok 
with the energetic way the settlers were re- 
establishing themselves, building fences and 
getting their homes ship-shape once more. 
Thouuh the conaequences of the flood had 
rcaultcd in the killing of quantitiea of young 
trees, such as cherries and plums, the older 
trees, and especially apples, had gener- 
ally survived. The farm at Agassiz, 
under Mr. Sharp, haa progressed ettrtinely 
well. Thero are now over 1,200 fruit 
<recs planted there, including apples, plnma, 
poaoht'B, cherriea and other varieties. The 
succeaa of fruit troea which have boon ex- 
perimoniod with on tho bench lands has 
been surprisingly satisfactory. They are 
earlier in loafing than trees planted in tho 
valley. From the succesa of these experi- 
ments Prof. Sauudera looks forward to 
patches of laud on tho hiHaide?, unlit for 
agriculture, being ulilizad for growing fruit 
trees with good results, ospeoially when the 
advantage of early fruiting is taken into ac- 
count. 

Inadditioato fruit trees there are 10. 000 
forest troea growing at tho Agaesiz farm, on 
the mount ain sides, and it is expected to 
put in about 5.000 of these trees a 
year, the department of the interior hav. 
ing transferred SOO acres of mountain land 
to the farm for the purpose. Conae(|uently 
id a fuw years a very valuable plantation will 
b J the result, the trees comprising black 
w Inut, ash, maple, elm, oak, hickory, 
ch rry and other Esatern hard woods. 

Mr. McKay haa at tho Indian Head farm 
Aasiniboia, over 120,000 forest treea now 
growing. Lirge fruita cannot be called a 
success so far, bub small fruits are doing re- 
markably well. A variety of .Siberian crab 
groj>a satief»ctorlly there, however, and ex- 
periments were begun this year by crossing 
t'l raise haidler varieties of larger fruits. 
The results of course cannot be known till 
next year. 

O io very important work being carried on 
on iho experimental farms is the croaa fertil- 
iz ng of grains with a view to raising early 
maiuring varietiep. In the past six years 
"DO varieties of grains have been raised and 
400 of the moat suitable are cow under teat. 

Spooking of tuberculosia Prof. Saunders 
says it ia no new disease, but f xiata among 
dairy cattle tho world over. The trouble ia 
that people ignorantly conu.und it with 
pleuro pneumonia, of which Canada Is en- 
tirely free. Tuberculosis haa simply become 
more in evidenca since the new lubercullce 
test has given an accurate method of finding 
out whether an animal is Infected or not, 
Cat lo that formerly would be looked upon 
as quite healthy, though suflering from 
tuberculoair, now by the tuherculino test 
have the disease easily detected. All the 
herds at the various experimental farms 
have been tested and the faw animals dis- 
covered to be diseased have been destroyed. 

Prof. Saunders and Mr. McKay left this 
morning for Vancouver and will spend a day 
between that city and Westminster before 
returning East. 

Though anxious to make another visit to 
the Coast in tho interest of the dairy in- 
dustry. Prof. HobertBon will not bo able to 
come thia year, ua Prof. Saunders says he 
has eo much work in hand in the Maritime 
provinces this season that his time is quits 
taken up.

first sealer back from the aoa, and brings 
the Rood oatoh of liT.nO skins, which when 
added to her coast take give her u total of 
2,441 skiae. Besides these abe leoured a 
sea otter and a sm&ll number of hair seal, 
Ibe weather waa oommenoiog to get pretty 
roagh when the Rioh left the sea aud had it 
not been for this she would have remained 
longer. On Soptombor C, the day the Rioh 
started for homo, aho apoko tho U S,S. All>a- 
troaa, and the latter r-porttd the following 
catohee : Sdpphiro, 1,2134 ; Triumph, 2,000; 
Deeahkx, of Neah Biy, SoO ; Boraulia, 640 ; 
Peabody (American) 305 ; Kilkenny, 000; 
and Minnie, 1,400. Tho only vpbsoIs spoken 
directly were the Ainoka, Venture and 
Kate. C»Pt. Heater of the Ainoka was met 
on August 29 with a catch of 1,000. He 
intended to remain in tho eea uutil late this 
month, bat will no doubt change his mind 
the atormy weather comoa. It wob 
on the bOth August when the Venture anil 
Kate vteta overt/akcn, Eioh had a c^Uoh nf 
700 akins. Regarding the Rioh'aoatoh, tho 
largeat number taken on any one duy waa 
278, and the amalleat 10. She loweied her 
boata— twelve oaaoea manned by Indians 
and two boataby whltea —twenty times dur- 
ing Augnab. Setkla, though not plentiful, 
were found to be easily taken with the 
spear. One of the sohooner'a white hunters 
says ho does not want any more guna to hunt 
with, ao long as be can spear aeala. 

Tbe schooner Ocean Belle bad her Hag 
flying at half mast on coming into port, out 
of respect to the memiry of four of her 
craw. From start to finish, her expedition 
was an unfortunate one. Sho had n:\ttdo Raco 
Rocks on Thursday uighb and it was only 
by skilful navigation ihat she was not a 
wreck there. Early yesterday morning 
while coming through tho pass at that place 
a squall arose placing her in dangerous prox- 
imiiy to the rocks. Her anchor, which 
had been lowered, and several 
fathoms of chain, broka loose and wore 
lost, though probably an efTort to recover 
them may prove suooesBful. Tho echoonor's 
cfitoh for the entire season only amounts to 
804 skinR. She hunted on the Japanese and 
Copper Island ooaata, but did not go near 
the Goa. On the Slat of July, as reported 
in yesterday's Coloni.sT, Edgor Smiley, one 
of her huntera, died of consumption and wbB 
buried at aea the following day. Eirlit r in 
the season the Ocean Belle loat a boat/'a crow, 
who were undoubtedly drowned, as their 
craft was afterwords picked up by the 
achooner Oscar and Hattia about forty miles 
off land. Tbe crew's names were A. D jllery, 
John BaakeraoD and Claude Laird. D^Uery, 
who belonged to Viotoiii, waa hunter and 
was a young unmarried tnan. Btokersoa 
wuB a young Russian and Claude Laird an 
American. Both acted as boatmen. They 
left their schooner on April 28, und like the 
othera were warned by Captain O'Lsary to 
keep within signal distance of the vessel ai 
tta9 weather was foggy. That was tbe last 
aeen of them. Again later in the aeaaon the 
Belle Insb another of her boata in which 
were William Eenderbnry, T. Showlander, 
and Herman Sunn. They w> re away from 
the aahoeeer over two wceka and were four 
daya fn their boat with little to eat or 
drink, ezpoied to ail tbedangera nf the sea. 
By good luck, they reached vYokohams, 
from where they took paasage on the Pene- 
lope, which shortly afterwarda traniferred 
them to their own Teasel. 

The schooner Teresa, another of the fleet 
to arrive yesterday, reports an uneventful 
cruise. She had been to the Copper Island 
coast and took in all 1,225 skins during the 
seanon. 

The Ojto's trip was also barren of inol 
dents. Her Copper Island coast catch waa 
618 akins, leaving her with 1,037 skina for 
the season. Before leaving the Russian 
coast aheapoke the Sea Lion on August 29 
with 2,200 odd skiia Tho Sea Lion waa 
then about to start homo. The Otto's Oop 
per Island catch is the largest yet reported, 
but it ia believed Captain Biker of the Pion 
eer will yet be top liner for that locality, 
though nothing haa recently been heard of 
him. 

VICTOJit;* HER KnTDRR HEADQUAKTERS. 

Tho Astoria sealing schooner Louia Olsen, 
v^hich recently arrived in port from a hunt 
Ing expedi inn along tho .Jdpuneso and Cop 
per iaiaii'l coiets, huo been purchased by 
Cttptnin \N UliiiniH, hir skipper, and will in 
future iiiiku V'ictoriii her lieudquarters. 
Siio would b.i placsd under thu Briiish dig 
were it not for the fact that Captain Wil- 
liama is an American subject. 'I he vessel, 
however, ia virtually added to tho Victoria 
fliot. Captain \Villiama aays that ho can 
get better prices for sealskins here than 
anywhere else, and ho finds that as this port 
ia made tbe headquartura of sealers he can 
more advantageously fit out hero than els 
where. Captain \Villiams, who has been a 
voyageram'ng tbe South Sea Islands for many 
years, ha^ a fine collection of curiosities. 
Among them is a South Sea Islander's aword 
and execution inatrument. The latter ia a 
atiok about five feet In length and a little 
over an inch in thiokneaa, made of palm 
wood, A foot or ao of the atiok la left bare 
for a handle, and the remainder is covered 
with a fine matting, over which, runing In 
pirellel but winding linea, are four oolumns 
of ahark teeth, tightly faatened to tbe atiok. 
The inatrument ia used more for torturing 
than for execution. Another curiosity 
which Captain Williams has is a oane made 
of the jaw bone of a eperm whale, with & 
whale's tooth artistically and jierfeotly 
carved into a man's hand, Tho cano was 
made by a sailor with a convenient jack- 
knifo, 

.■MAKINl! NOTES. 

The B lil.S, Empress of India left Voko- 
hama for thia pom last Friday, with 35 
aaloon and 350 ateerage paaaengera, 150 of 
the latter, the firat ChineBe brought for aomo 
month*, being for thia port.

FIRE P]SCAP£S 

Saiumary of tho Provisions of the Act 'Which 
Cunies Into Korc.H at tbe BegluulbK 
of October. 

The act for the prevention of oooidents by 
fire in hotels and o'her publio buildings 
which cornea into nTcS on the Ist day 
next month provides that on every two or 
mure atoried buildine, an outside ladder 
shall bo oroctod eight foot from tho grcuud 
extending to all the atoriea, each ladder to 
be of Iron of sutlioiont strength to euetain 
the weight of at least six full grown persons 
at tho sumo linio. Every hotel ia to keep a 
fire escape of a certain deaoriptiou in each 
bedroom aituato above the ground floor. 
Notices of fire escape must bo posted 
in oonspiououa places throughout each 
building. Full powers of inspection are 
given tlio ttU.er whuso duty it shall be to 
oiiipel compliance with the provlaiona of 
tho Act. The penalty for uon-obaervanoe of 
tho rei|uiremonta of tho Aot may go as 
high as S2()0 and not less than §20, and 
in di'fuult of paying such fine and coats, 
Imptiioanmnt for a period not| exceeding 
three menthi, with or without hard labor.

Eoough for the oounoil that Ede 
is poor and friendleaa and oan neither vote 
nor kick. Waa the caretaker anppoaed to 
cinan oub the filter beda aingle handed? 
What were hia dutiea, and in what manner 
did he negleob them ? 

Common humanity and jnatice aurely 
demand that before a pubiio aervant ia 
deprived of hia livelihood for alleged mia 
conduct he should be furnished with i 
specification of the charges against him and 
given an opportunity of disproving them. 

The patience and apathy of the Victoria 
ratepayer are proverbial, but a storm is 
brewing, and when the present knights of 
the civic round table are retired one of the 
first Bots of their successors should be to 
make amends to the unfortunate man who 
haa been so cruelly and heartlessly aacriQoed 
in atonement for the gross and culpable 
carelessness, stupidity and blundering on 
the part of our civic rulera.

BY-LAW. 

A By-Law to Enable tho Corporation of 
the City of Victoria to raise the sum 
of S150,000 for Water Works Pur- 
poses. 

Whereas it ia, expedient iand necessary to 
raisea anm of money for extending iand lm< 
provlDg the supply ot water of the water works 
ot the City ot f Victoria to the hihabitanta 
thereof, and tor that purpose to raise by way 
of loan upon tho credit of tho said city the sum 
of ?15O,0OO; 

And whereas it will require tbo sum of 
91,131 to bo raised annually by rate for the pay 
ment ef the new debt and interest; 

And whereas tho whole ratable land and 
Impiovomonta or real properly ot the aald cor- 
poration ot tho City of Victoria, according to 
the last revised aaaessment roll tor the year 
1891,totlS,S!ie.S70,C0; 

And whereas It will require an annpai rato 
of ono half of ono mill in the dollar tor paying 
such new debt and interest; 

And whereas this By>la.W shall not be altered 
or repealed excepc with the consent ot the 
Lieutenant Govornor-In Council. 

Be it thoroforo enacted by tho Municipal 
Council of the corporation of tho City of Vic- 
toria, as fellows: 

Soo. 1. It shall he lawful for the Mayor of tho 

corporation of tho City of Victoria to borrow 
upon the credit of tbo said Corporation by way 
of tho dobonturea lioroiiiaf tor mentioned Irom 
any person or persona, body or bodlea corpor- 
ate, who may bo willing to advance tho same 
aa a loan, a sum of money not excojding in tha 
whole tho sum of §150,000 currency (or sterling 
money, at tho rate of 1.8G 2-3 dollars to tho ono 
pound sterling), and to cause all suma so raiaed 
or received to be paid into tho hands of 
tho Treasurer of tho aald Corporation, for tho 
purpose and with tl.c objoct horolnbeforo ro- 
cited. 

Sec. 2. It bhall bo lawful for tho said Mayor 
to cauao any number of dobonturoa to bomado, 
executed and toued for auch auma ao may bo 
required, not exceeding, however, tho sum of 
?loO,000, either in currency (or sterling money 
at the rata of 1.8ti 2-3 dollars to tho ono pound 
sterllDgl OS may bo required, each of tto said 
debenture being ot the amount ot (1,003 or its 
sterling equivalent at the rate aforesaid, and 
all such debentures ahall be aealed with the 
seal ot the Corporation and signed by the 
Mayor thereof. 

Sec. 3. Tho said dobonturea ahall boar date 
the 1st day of October, 1891, und ahall bo made 
payable in fifty yoaia from tho aald date at 
such place, either in Great Britain, tho United 
StatCB ot America, or tho Dominion of Canada, 
as may bo designated thereon, bjid shall have 
attached to them oonpona for the payment of 
interest, and the signatures to the interest 
coupons may be either written, stamped, 
printed or lithographed, 

Soo. 1. Tho said debentures shall boar in- 
terest at the rate of ii per cent, per annum 
from tbo date thereof, which Interest shall bo 
payable halt yearly, at such place, either in 
Qreat Britain, the United Statw ot America, 
or the Dominion of Canada, as may bo ox- 
prcsaed In tho debentures and coupons, 

Seo. 5. It shall bo lawful for tho said Mayor 
tc fiUBO tho said debonturos and tho interest 
coupons, either or both, to be made payable c>t 
such place, either In Qreat Britain, the United 
States of America, or tho Dominion ot Canada, 
aa may be desired. 

Soo. G. For tho purpose ot raialng annually a 
certain apoclflc aum for the payment ot tho In- 
terest on tho aald dobonturoa during their cur. 
rency, there shall bo raiaed annually tho sum 
of $G,750, and for tho purpose of raising annu- 
ally a certain apoclflc aum for tho payment of 
tho debt at maturity, there ahall be raised an- 
nually the aum of $985. 

Sec. 7. The aald annual auma In tlie nc.^t pre- 
ceding paragraph mentioned ahall bo raiaed 
and levied In each year by a rate aufUcIent 
therefor on all tho ratable land or improvo- 
monta or real property In tlio Municipality of 
tho said Corporation ot tho City ot Victoria 
during tho continuance of tho aald dobonturoa 
or any o£ thom. 

Soo. 8. It shall bo lawful for tho said 
Municipal Council from time to time to pur- 
chase any of tbo said debontui es, and such do- 
bonturea ahall be so e.xprcseed aa to ontitlo tho 
said Council to redeem and purchaao tho saino 
on paying tho amount thoroof and the intereat 
duo tboron at tho date of such purchaao to tho 
holder or holders thereof, at Any time after 
twcuty-ftvo years from the date of issuance ot 
thu sail dobonturoa.

THE SHIP "SENEWAL" 

Kvery Reason to Believe That She Foundered 
With TwentyNtno Souls on 
Hoar J. 

i^AN- FiiAvcisua, So)jt, The big Brit- 
ish ship Senegal is at tho bottom of the 
Pacific, somewhere in latitude ,30.17 north, 
loDgitnde 110 08, for ib was in about that 
locxUiv that C, Olsen, a sailor on the 
schooner Mary C. Kusa, saw her red 
light go out one stormy uleht at 
sea. Tno .Senff<ul was LiOL.nd from San 
]J(cf;o to Tucoina with loose sand for 
ballast. She was a liirga iron ship of the 
la oat defij:n, and wai considcrccl one cf the 
best in in- IC.iylieh merchant marine sor- 
■ vice. Thj uijitaia wmi accompanied by hie 
daughter, and the crtw forward consisted t,f 
tsvi ii;y HeviMi men. Ic was early in March 
when ilio vjaael Builed, and the only tidings 
of her was when Capt. Thompson, nf the 
schooner Miry Buaa, wrote from San iJiego 
a few weeks ago, eayiog that hi was in com 
pany with her on the night of March 18 

Olsen was on the deck oi the schooner 
daring the wbolo oiKht) At sea, and he says 
that llie Btorm tbab toppled the little 
schooner about waa the worst he ever ex- 
perienosd in a score or more of years that he 
has spent on tho ocean. The Senegal, he 
says, was sighted juet aa darkness wss olos- 
inc! in, boating up against a fresheniog 
aorthcaat'-T. By midnight tho gale was at 
its 1 e'ght, 

Olsen said he soon began to watch for tho 
gloam of tho Senegal's lights. It seemed to 
him, in his dread of a death at sea, likes a 
ray of hope. Soveral times ho miaaed tho 
light when his vessel rodo tho crest of a 
wave, but the Senegal was then down deep 
in tho trough cf tho sea, and tho next min- 
ute It would appear. The danger inoreaacd, 
and every man had to hung on for dear life, 
.Juat before the day began to break 
tho red light of tho big sliip appeared for 
the last time. Tho Senegal was on a crest 
of a wave when a ecjuall more severe than 
its predeoessors oiina down upon them. 
Tho red light gletmad, then went out 
for an instant. It reappeared for a 
moment, then waa lost altogether. 
Jo vain the schooner Rues watched for it. 
It had gone out forever, and with it went 
the Uvea of her orew. When day broke, 
about an hour afterward, the big ship was 
nowhere in sight.

Fifteen thoniand people yelled themselves 
hoirse atGaletburg, III., Wednesday after- 
noon whtn the groat trotting queen Alix 
baat the world's record by coming under the 
wire in 2.03^. It was a noblo porforniauco 
from start to finish, jaatifyiug Williams' 
boast aa to tho fdatnesa of tho track and 
Jones' assertion about the ability of Alix. to 
beat the world's record. The day was an 
ideal one for such an event, and the track 
was in good condition. It was i] o'clock 
when Ah.x passed in front of tho grand 
stand for a little preliminary work. Mc- 
Dowell was her driver. In tho stand, when 
the time arrived for her to be sent ofT, were 
Jones and Monroe Salisbury, joint owners of 
t he mare. The timers were Fred Seoord, 
John Hassey, T. 0. MoDowell and Mo- 
Senry. WUliams was the starter. In the 
audience waa Senator Cnllom. Ib was 6 10 
when MoDowell finished Alix up. When 
all was in readiness Williams announoed : 
" Alix will now go against the world's reo 
ord, 2 04 " The orowd beoame silent, and 
for the instant thero was great suppressed 
excitement. 

Tho start was mido in splendid style. 
Alix cauie aa atoadlly and rrguiarly us olock- 
wo k, wi'.h head down and her short, point- 
ed euru twitching uiirvooaly. Alix waa 
given ihu pole, ui li tho runner juat to her 
right and a trilU behind. When she ap- 
proached tho wire for tho start she stemed 
tibegiilrga littlo alow, but she soon in- 
C'oaeod bur pace. Sho waa working liko a 
machine, and yet so easily and gracefully 
that one could hardly imagine that she waa 
going at audi a tremendous clip. ^Vhen tho 
([Uarter waa reached there waa a general ex 
clamation of : " Thirty and a half ; she will 
beat it." From that to the half aho aeonied 
to fly, making it in 1:01;,' The third quar- 
ter she iuoreased her pace a trifle, going in 
l:.'?2,'J4. When aho atorted up tho home 
atretoh thoro was the greatest excitement. 
Some started to yell, but were suppressed, 
and Allx waa moving down without appar- 
ent effort. Thus frt.r there had not been a 
filso stip, a wubbla of any kind. She aoeniod 
to fairly fly to got a%vay from tho horse that 
came thundering just behind. As she noared 
the wire many men glanojd at their watches 
and said : " She will not make it." In the 
last few rods again she seemed to increase 
her marvelous speed, and as she darted un- 
der the wire tho shout went up from thou- 
sands : " She's done it ; she's done it." 

The cheering was prolooged, and it was 
some time before Williams oould quiet the 
orowd so as to make himself beard, fle 
then announced; "You have wibneased 
the fastest heat ever trotted by any trotter 
on the globe, just trotted by Alix. Tho first 
quarter was made in 30}. the half in 1 01;,'. 
tne three quarters in 1 32}, and the mile in 
2 03f " The orowd again cheered and 
thousands rushed into the track sa Mc- 
Dowell came driving Alix back. Williamn 
introduced Mr. Jones, one of the owners cf 
Allx, and the choeiing aeain aroso. 

The performance of Alix ia the talk of all 
horsemen. One of the judges caught the 
time at a shade leas than the ofCcial figures, 
and many in the audience hit it at 2 03i^ 
Jones was nearly smothered in congratula- 
tiona. He said : 

" I was confident; Alix would bea^ the re- 
cord, I knew what she oould do, I want 
to aiy that I sold part interest in her many 
years ago to Monroe Salisbury. This is not 
generally known. She canio into my pos 
aefsion When a yearling. I bought her at a 
combination aalo at Chicago, and shipped 
her to my form at Divia City, Neb. She is 
now six yeors old. Her first race was at 
Beatrice, Neb, in June, 1890, whoa a 
.'J year old. I trained her that spring. 
Laat year she made a record of 2:01'^. The 
first trotting ahe did this year was at CouO' 
cil Blufia, where ahe went a mile in 2:10^ 
Since that time she has gone on steadily re 
ducing her record. I shall not start her 
again here. I am satisfied for the present, 
What I may do I cannot say yet, but; it be 
longs to some one else to beat her record."

First Johnaon came out for tho half ndle 
record, made with llyiug start and paccniak- 
era by liliBs of Chicago on tho Springlijld 
track.

In doing this 
on entirely now idea in pacemaking, con- 
ceived by Tom VlAi, waa used. In previous 
trials tho racers had been slightly de- 
layed by tho pacemakers being either 
too slow or owkward on tho 
change of tandoma. To avoid thia, EcU 
started the two tandems together ahead of 
Johtaon. Mayo end Saunders were on tho 
foremost tandem, and cut wind for L, A.

5 aecniuls, tho one third in 
35 ,'i 5 and tho half in 52 2 5, thia latter being 
lower thin even the recorod he had juat ea- 
tabliahed, but as tho timira had not all caught 
the distance, it will not be claimed. In the 
final spurt Johnson gavo an exhibition of 
speed that hau never been c(|ualled on thia 
or any other track. Ho literally ran away 
from the speedy tandem teom and out the 
wire nearly three seconds below the previous 
world's record, doing the two- thirds in 1 11
